It never fails to surprise me how many people I speak to, or know of, who are obviously 
of an English Nationalist persuasion, but for whatever reason, cannot, or do not want to 
make something of this, but are happy to sit back and let it all fall apart around them. 
What will it take for the English to regain their backbone? Unfortunately it is left to the 
few prepared to stand up and be counted, but if more do not do so then our race is 
doomed to extinction. Strong words, some may think, but nothing other than factual. 
Much needs to be done, but it can be as simple as writing to the local newspaper and 
getting our views published. It may take time but is very fulfilling when it happens. 

See one example of how we can promote our cause, in this letter published in the 
Bristol Evening Post on 31*‘ October (letters may be edited) 

Tragically seems new UK Prime Minister Teresa May is intent on following her 
predecessors PMs Blair, Brown and Cameron in failing to appoint an English ''first 
minister” to represent and champion England’s electorate at Westminster. 

Due to 1999 Devolution when the public services of Scotland, Wales and N. Ireland were 
devolved to their new national governments, each under a "first minister, ” those same 
public services still at Westminster, by default, became "England Only” (EO) functions 
affecting England’s inhabitants alone. 

So an English "first minister” should have been appointed in 1999, at Westminster, to 
govern and champion our "EO” public services in the national interest of England’s 
inhabitants just as each devolved "first minister” has done for their own country’s public 
services, aided by massive annual devolution settlements, in Holyrood, Cardiff Bay and 
Stormont. 

Instead, since 1999, the governance of "EO” public services was left in the hands of PMs 
Blair, Brown and Cameron and PM May is perpetuating the tragic status quo. 

Since 1999 Devolution the so called "UK Westminster government” has been in charge 
of only : 

(A) UK Non-Devolved matters mainly defence, foreign affairs, taxation etc. with Teresa 
May, as her predecessors, being "prime minister "only of these and associated functions. 

(B) "England Only” (EO) public services affecting the country and inhabitants of 
England alone but we have neither a "first minister” nor annual devolution settlements. 

"EO” public services include education, health industry, local govt., environment, 
culture, highways, housing, public safety, transport, tourism etc. - some 80 per cent of 
Westminster governance. 

The past 16 years ending in Mr Cameron’s watch saw £9,000 English tuition fees (whilst 
Scottish students go "scot free”) and with England swamped with houses under the 
NPPF, mass immigration ,HS2 railway and endless other adverse English policies.

"EO”functions (B) is a "MUST”. 

Additionally England's 530 MPs must now become affiliated to "national main parties” 
i.e. English Conservatives, English Labour, English Democrats etc. — just like every other 
proper democracy.

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\\ hat Does It Mean To Be English? 


To be Welsh, Scottish, Irish or any other nationality is a reason in itself for celebration. 

To be English is, it seems, in the eyes of the non-English and even sadly some English, a 
reason to be racist at worst, or just plain strange at best. To define yourself as English 
often leads to accusations that there is no such race and that we are a nation of mongrels 
unable to define what it means to be English or what an English Identity is. 

However, the English do have a unique identity and culture and for those who know they 
are English it is not open to debate, nor is it necessary to explain it, nor should we be 
expected to. If any other nationality were quizzed, challenged and abused as we English 
are it would lead to major investigations into how racist it is to raise such questions!

2.15 Population Policy 

2.15.1 Successive governments have failed to recognize the need for a properly 
formulated population policy. The increasing number of pensioners will increase the 
size of the population in the short term and the low birth-rate will decrease the size of 
the population in the long term. Government policies need to prepare for the 
consequent tax and welfare implications. The English Democrats believe that funded 
pension provision will contribute to addressing the long term costs of caring for the 
elderly, as will giving the elderly a greater priority in public spending decisions. A 
more family friendly outlook to society will help address the low birth-rate. 

2.15.2 Surveys show that young women are keen to have children at a sufficient 
birth-rate to ensure the long term stability of the size of the population. They are 
however currently deterred due to difficulties in acquiring housing, financial 
pressures and employment difficulties. A population policy should involve a more 
family friendly stance and include the following: 

* The introduction of joint taxation and transferable tax allowances for married 
couples, who have parental responsibility for a child, which will help those 
dependent upon a single wage and will help where a mother [or father] stays at home 
to care for children full time. The government should not be trying to force mothers 
who wish to stay at home out to work. 

* The recreation of a properly functioning labour market, by ending mass 
immigration, which will help achieve the aim of full employment and so provide jobs 
for the young. 

* The abolition of fees for higher education. Higher education is free in Scotland and 
should also be so in England. 

* Steps to ensure a supply of affordable housing. This will be helped by ending mass 
immigration. 

2.15.3 The English Democrats also recognize the impact of population changes on 
the economies, societies and the environment of developing countries and support the 
appointment of a Royal Commission to advise government of the implications for 
overseas aid and foreign policy.
